Important 


All Taxpayers should read the following and comply 
with it. Section 70, Chapter 180, Revised Statutes of 
Maine, 1933: 


Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall 
give reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants, 
by posting notifications in some public place in town, 
or shall notify them, in such other ways as the town 
at its annual meeting directs, to make and bring in to 
‘them true and perfect lists of their polls and all their 
‘estates, real and personal, not by law exempt from tax- 
ation, of which they were possessed on the first day 
of April of the same year. HEH any resident owner, 
after such notice, or any non-resident owner after be- 
ing reasonably requested thereto by the Assessors, 
does not bring in such lists, he is thereby barred of his 
right to make application to the Assessors or the 
Gounty Commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, 
unless he offers such list with his application and satis- 
fies them that he was unable to offer it at the time 
appointed. The request upon non-resident owners may 
be proved by a notice sent by mail directed to the last 
known address of the taxpayer or given by any other 
method that brings notice home to the taxpayer.

The Corinna Fire Department is in the best condi- 
tion of its 20 years existence. The water tank truck 
is completed; our oldest truck has been completely ov- 
erhauled, a new 500 gallon centrifugal pump has been 
instalked along with a 300 gallon booster tank, new 
hose reel, etc. With the three modern trucks we have 
a water carrying capacity of 1050 gallons of water to 
every fire. All three trucks have been painted and let- 
tered and are in Al shape. The boys of the depart- 
ment have actually done more work this year than in 
any three previous years put together. Special credit 
should be given to Assistant Chief Clem Willette and 
Assistant Chief Alton Bird for the fine painting and 
lettering jobs they have done on all three trucks, 
without any compensation whatsoever, as well as the 
rest of the firemen. 
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It is a pleasure and a privilege to work with a bunch 
of boys who at all times have as their objective the 
welfare of the community at heart and who are ready 
at a minute’s notice to prove it by their actions in an 
emergency. 


Aside from needing new hose for replacement, I 
feel the town’s fire fighting eqittipment is the best that 
I have ever seen for any town of its population in the 
state. I will say if we had to buy this equipment to- 
day it would easily cost $12,000.00. Most of the fire- 
men feel that the town should have a suitable place, 
centrally kocated, to house this equipment, and large 
enough to get around in.

Thus far no serious interruptions have 
been experienced. The teachers and pupils have work- 
ed hard and the progress ,good- Ollur classrooms are 
crowded. The predictions are that we will not reach 
the peak of school enrollment until 1953. Unless plans 
are made promptly we will be caught with a critical 
crowded condition in our schools. Corinna should be- 
gin to plan a schoolhouse building program by appoint- 
ing a committee of forward looking citizens to thor- 
oughly survey the whole school situation.

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Report of Principal, Corinna Union 
Academy 


To the Superintendent, School Committee, Board of 
Trustees, and Citizens of Corinna: 
I hereby stlomit my fourth annual report on enroll- 
ment, progress, and general conditions existing at 
Corinna Union Academy. 


School opened on the Tuesday foNowing Labor Day 
with an enrollment of 99 pupils. Six students regis- 
tered late, and two more have joined our ranks by 
transferring from other schools. This makes a total 
of 107 boys and girls who have registered. Of this 
total 73 were from Corinna while the other 34 were 
tuition students from Exeter, Palmyra, Stetson and 
st. Albans. At the present time eleven have left our 
school for various reasons, leaving 64 from Corinna 
382 from other towns. This enrollment should increase 
and 82 from other towns. This enrollment should in- 
crease next year and much more the following year 
unless conditions change considerably. At present 
there are 30 in the 8th grade and 4 lin the 7th grade 
in Corinna alone.

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FACULTY 


This year has witnessed the usual change of faculty 
members. Mr. Fletcher Alley, a teacher with nine 
years of experience, was engaged to teach the Com- 
mercial subjects. Miss Marie Crane, a graduate of 
the University of Maine, is a valuable addition to the 
faculty, teaching social studies and mathematics. Mr. 
Lawrence Dorr became our new Agricultural instruc- 
tor. He is also a graduate of the University of Maine 
and he has efficiently taken over the work of his de- 
partment and also assists with the training of Vet- 
-erans. 


In addition to this group of newcomers we are for- 
tunate to have retained the capable services of Miss 
Gertrude Thorne as music supervisor, and Mrs. Ber- 
nice Pinkham as instructor of English and foreign 
languages. 


This faculty has been very cooperative, and each 
has made a definite contribution to the school in the 
academic field, as well as to the extra-curricular ac- 
tivities which necessarily must be carried on. 


EXTRA-CURRICULAR 


Since the last report we have participated in the 
Class S tournament in basketball at Brewer losing the 
final sectionak playoff in an overtime period. At this 
point I would like to thank each and everyone who in 
any way assisted in making possible the team’s trip 
to Boston last spring. This year’s team has not been 
so successful but still has won more than 50 per cent 
of the games, 


As for football, we were fortunate to have again Mr. 
Witfred Herring as coach, but the team lost all the 
games in spite of his efforts. It is becoming increas- 
ingly difficult to carry on this sport because of the lack 
of schools of corresponding size which may serve as 
opponents, the seemingly lack of interest of our own 
students, and the financial burden. 
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Other extra-curricular activities engaged in were: 
Girls’ basketball; softball; Senior Play; League Spell- 
ing; Speaking and One-act Play; Worthen Speaking; 
Trading Post; Publication of the ‘“Muse’’; Elliot-Crow- 
ell Essay Contest; Orchestra; Glee Clubs; and Grad- 
uation. 


We have tried to reduce somewhat the number of 
the extra-curricular activities and have decreased the 
schedule in basketbali and football eliminating some 
games and the longer trips in each case. We have re- 
arranged our speaking schedule to eliminate one pub- 
lic performance. The other activities are mainly those 
over which we have only partial control such as League 
functins, or those which are necessary as fund rais- 
ing activities. 


GENERAL 


We wish again to extend our thanks for the privi- 
lege of partaking of hot lunches at the Grammar 
School, and also for the friendliness of permitting 
some of the secondary students to be conveyed by the 
town bus. 


We have been unfortunate in not being able to pro- 
cure the use of the town bus for the transportation of 
our athletic teams, and, also, in not being able to use 
the showers installed last year at the Stewart Library 
Hall. The latter was due to the lack of water. At 
present we are planning on raising funds to seal the 
floor at the Stewart Library Hall to make conditions 
a bit more healthful. 

We are proud of our Academy as a school and proud 
of the buildings, but it will soon be necessary to make 
some repairs, a detailed report of which will be hand- 
ed to the proper authorities later. 

For the benefit of those who may read this report, 
I will say that I believe our students, as a whole, are 
doing creditable work and are as well behaved as the 
average students found anywhere. I will again extend 
an invitation to one and all to visit your secondary 
school.

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Report of the Public Health Nurse 


January 1 to December 31, 1948 


An important function in public health work is the 
guidance and supervision your public health nurse has 
continued to give through home visits to expectant 
mothers, infants, pre-school and school children, 
adults, handicapped children and communicable di- 
seases including venereal diseases and tuberculosis. 


At the five Child Health Conferences sponsored by 
the Health Council, 86 infant and pre-school children 
were examined by A. C. Strout, M. D., who made med- 
ical recommendations to the parents for the child’s 
care. At these conferences 15 children received inocu- 
lations against diphtheria, 15 children were vaccinated 
against whooping cough and eight children were vac- 
cinated against smallpox. It is hoped that in the com- 
ing year more children who will enter school for the 
first time will attend these conferences. Some times 
a child does not succeed because of some physical de- 
fect which may be corrected if discovered by a doc- 
tor’s examination. 


The school health program ran along the same lines 
as last year. Your nurse was consultant for the teach- 
ers. Cases were referred for home visits when physi- 
cal defects and other problems were observed. 


The services of the Pediatric, Crippled Children’s 
and Cardiac Clinics, sponsored by the Department of 
Health and Welfare, held in Bangor and Waterville 
have been made available to children. These clinics 
offer diagnostic and consultant services where special- 


Al 


ists are in attendance. Children are referred to these 
clinics by the family physician and the public health 
nurse. 


In April the town offered a free vaccination clinic 
at which 52 townspeople received protection against 
smallpox: 


Tuberculosis has become more and more a disease 
of adults and few children over the age of two years 
are adversely affected by the disease prior to ado- 
lescence. Mass skin testing of school children is no 
longer deemed advisable. There were 18 adults who 
attended the diagnostic X-ray clinics in Dover-Fox- 
croft and Newport during the year. 


Interviewing key people in relation to health meas- 
ures is another function of your nurse’s activities; 
these people include parents, physicians, superintend- 
ents of schools, teachers, town officials, health council 
members and health minded citizens. It is through 
the interest and cooperation of these people that pro- 
gress in the Public Health Nursing Service in your 
town is made.
